Is ranged on the batllefront of France, 
negro troops 
will make 
up approx- 


imately •one-eleventh uf the men un- 
der the Stars arid Stripes. 


Although negro soldiers from Africa 


or 
the 
West Indies 
have 
fought 


in many European struggles, and fol- 
lowed some of the greatest command- 
ers, from Hannibal to Napoleon, 
the 


American 
contingent 
is by far 
the 


largest negro army ever mustered on 
European soil. 


Since the beginning of the war both 


France and 
Britain 
have 
employed 


African troops on 
the western front. 


Their fighting record has been bril- 
liant, especially 
that of the 
French 


Senegalese. 


While the new American negro units 


will be commanded to a greater de- 
gree than ever before by men of their 
own race, the bulk of the oflicers will 
be white men. 
This is also true of 


the French and British and Italian ne- 
gro battalions. 


Uncle Sam has in the regular army 


four negro regiments which have been 
raised to war strength and now num- 
ber close to 7000 men. Two are caval- 
ry and two infantry. The cavalry are 
the Eleventh, 
of Carrizal fame, 
and 


the Ninth, of which an American gen- 
eral once said after seeing1 the famous 
French cuirassiers, supposed to be the 
crack regiment of, the world: 
"If I 


had to go 1000 yards through hell, J 
would rather have ,the Ninth cavalry 
back of me than anything I ever saw."

To officer the negro troops raised 


under the selected service law will be 
required thousands of officers of all 
grades, so about nine-tenths of the of- 
ficers will he white. This is not the 
result of discrimination, but of lack 
of material.

praise from their instructors and are 
first-class 
material.

camp, a large number coming from the 
southern states. 


The negro troops drawn for service 


are being trained at all the 16 national 
army cantonments—in separate bat- 
talions and regiments. When the train- 
ing is complete one, and probably two 
or three, divisions of negro troops ex- 
clusively will be formed, and one of 
these will be among the first national 
army units sent to France. 


Negroes have fought in all Ameri- 


can wars, from the revolution to the 
brush at Carrizal.

WASHINGTON. D. C. Nov. 3.—Shall 


the present selective consc* .ption act 
be amended? 
Shall the ayes of those 


subject 
to its operations be revised 


both upward and downward? 


These are to be among the big ques- 


tions argued as soon as congress as- 
sembles for its regular session in De- 
cember. Congressman. Julius Kahn has 
announced his intention of proposing 
an amendment to compel the registra- 
tion of all citizens from IS to 40 inclu- 
sive, giving America a reserve of 21.- 
000,000 to draw upon. The present ages 
are from 21tto 31. 
The war department's original plan 
was for men from IS to 25. There v.*as 
objection to taking- those who did not 
yet have a vote, and congress amended 
the act to make it read from 
'21 to 


40. 
Then there was objection that be- 
tween the ages of 31 and 40 a vast ma- 
jority of men had dependent families. 
So the present 
figures 
were 
finally 


reached. 


Right after Kahn announced his in- 


:ention of proposing an amendment in 
December. It was stated that Secretary 
of War Baker was opposed to any 


inge. 
Kahn wired back from Cali- 


fornia that at least part of his amend- 
ment was misunderstood. He does not 
mean that boys of IS to ;!! shall be sent 
into the trenches, but he "does want 
:hem registered and given preliminary 
Lraining-, so that when they become 21 
they will be ready to take their place 
in the fighting lines. 
He also said 


that no man over 31 would be called 
for active service until those in the 


present draft limits had all been called 
!up for examination and possible ser- 
vice. 


"We must make preparations" said 
Kahn. "as if the war were going to 
last forever. 
That will • be the surer 
way to bring the. war. to a successful' 
end and to establish a peace that will 
last." 


Maj.-Gen. Crowder, provost marshal 


of the army, who drew .up the practi- 
cal working arrangements for the draft, 
Said to The Sun correspondent: 
,- 
"I have no official .opinion to volca 


on the question of raising the age 
limit above 30 years. 
As a practical 


matter, it is no* necessary to raise 
the age limit. We have a great reser- 
voir still uncapped in the men be* 
tween 21 and 31. We examined only 
a little more than two million out of 
the ten, million registered, in order to 
secure our army of over 600,000, and 
jail we have to do is to go on and ex- 
amine the other eight million. 


"The statistics ~o£ the draft have not 
yet been compiled, but it is easy to 
| guess that between the ages of 26 and 
j3l the causes for exemption are more 
numerous. 


"Matrimony is not the most favor- 


able institution for 
creation 
of an. 
army; wives and home ties form' an 
antagonistic interest to 
army 
work. 


The younger men have fewer of these 
ties.

"There may be good reasons for dis- 
eusying an increase in the age limit.

and brakes for'wiir trucks and autos. 
It is, therefore, typical of the hun- 
dreds of factories 
that since 1014 


have been forced constantly to take 
on more men. 
Before the War the New Departure 


Co 
employed 1000 workers. 
Since 


then it has extended its plant three 
times 
Today it employs ooOO men. 
i i« now engaged in a fourth plant 
extension, and 
when this is com- 
pleted employment of 2500 additional 
workers will be required. 
Bristol, of course, could not sup- 


nlv the new men the New Departure 
Co has been calling for practically 
since the war broke out. And when 
the 
company succeeded 
in 
getting 


them from out. of town, it waan t 
always successful in keeping them. 
Early in the game rents 
soared 


beyond the figure the workers could 
afford to pay. 
And shortly 
after- 


ward houses could not be rented at 
any figure. There was a shortage 
of homes. 
Not because it -wanted to, but be- 


cau-se it was forced to by economic 
pressure, 
the

drew its own check, bought the land 
necessary and 
built

venience and comfort, but cheap. 


I came to Bristol to learn how 


this house-building program of the 
New Departure 
Co. had succeeded, 


and I found that by the magic of the 
company's check a city, miniature 
but beautiful, had risen Aladdin-like 
from 
a tract of land recently in 


an ugly state of undevelopment. 
I went to W. G. Quaintance, a 


former machinist in the plant, who 
supervised the building of the houses 
and now ha,s charge of rentals and 
sales. 


"We started work on Endee Manor 


July 1, 1916," said Quaintance. 
"We 


laid out 103 lots averaging 50 by 
150 feet. 
The company decided it 


would not put up any house that 
is not permanent, beautiful and in- 
dividual." 


Twenty-seven single-family houses 


and 
76 of the 
two-tenement 
type 
have been built and they take care 
of 177 families. 
"On the whole there is not now 
a vacant apartment or house to be 
had for love nor money, and I have 
a waiting list," Quaintance told me. 


The houses are of the best frarne 


construction, 
on stone foundations, 


each with cellar, electric light, mod- 
ern fixtures, and above all plenty of 
spacious porches and windows. 
Wide 
lawns surround them. 


They rent at from $14 to $16 a 


month, depending on their size. Some 
contain four rooms and some six. 


My judgment is that the same type 


of house in the same kind of .suburb 
in the average American city rents— 


if it can be rented—for from 530 to 
$50 a month. 


The company is willing to sell any 


workman a house at actual cost. 
The prices pf the houses and lots 
run from $5800 to $6300. 
The work- 


man who buys pays nothing down. 
The house which contains two four- 
room flats can be bought with a 
payment of $41 a month, from which 
$15 can be deducted for the rental 
of 
one 
apartment, 
bringing 
the 


monthly payment down to $27. 
The 
others run in proportion, the highest 
monthly payment 
being $29. 
The 
fire insurance is paid for three years 
in advance, the taxes until November 
1918The company insures the life of 
every man who buys a house, for 
$3500, gratis. 
Men who have pur- 
chased on a preferred list—they will 
be the last men to be discharged in 
case of a let-down 
in plant pro- 


duction. 
"Then you have solved the hous- 


ing problem!" I suggested. 
"I "should say not!" said 
Quaint- 


ance. "The company is putting up a 
new half-million-dollar 
addition 
to 


its plant. ' Where are the new men 
to live. I don't know!" 
And there, Mr. and Mrs. Reader 


in Lowell, Mass., is the situation m 
a typical town where the employer 
has"invested a big sum of money to 
try to meet the pressure for more 
and cheaper houses. 
Such invest- 


ment does not solve the problem; it 
does help—a little. 
I must 
delve 


deeper to find the rest of the answer.
